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DeGaulle  Contemplates  Election; 
Decides  To  Continue  Campaign 


PARIS,  (AP)— Charles  De  Gaul 
le  formally  announced  his  candi- 
dacy for  the  Dec.  19  runoff  presi- 
dential election  and  aides  said  he 
won't  scrimp  on  campaigning  this 
time. 

AFTER  two  days  of  reflection, 
De  Gaulle  told  his  cabinet  that  he 
“naturally”  was  remaining  .in  the 
race  for  another  seven  year  term. 
Officials  said  he  would  use  most  of 
the  campaign  time  allowed  him  on 
the  state-owned  radio  and  televi- 
sion networks. 

He  used  the  networks  only  spar- 


ingly in  his  campaign  for  the  first 
round  of  voting  that  took  place 
Sunday. 

DE  GAULLE  will  face  Francois 
Mitterrand,  49,  the  sharp-tongued 
leftist  backed  by  the  Communists, 
Socialists,  part  of  the  Radical- 
Socialist  party  and  his  own  small 
non-Communist  group.  Mitterrand 
was  runnerup  in  Sunday’s  test  with 
31.71  per  cent  of  the  popular  vote. 

De  Gaulle  led  the  field  in  the 
first  round  with  44.63  per  cent,  far 
short  of  the  “massive”  endorse- 
ment he  expetced.  A total  of  50  per- 


cent plus  one  was  required  for 
election  on  the  first  ballot.  Only 
the  top  two  contenders  can  enter 
the  runoff. 

THE  PRESIDENT'S  decision  to 
stay  in  the  race  was  announced 
to  a news  conference  by  Informa- 
tion Minister  Alain  Peyrefitte.
